Our Friends were diſcon 
tented becauſe they were not made Biſhops 
but ſaw others preferr'd to that Station o 
ver Their Heads; and knowinꝑ that in the 
Lower Houſe of Convocation, they ſhould 
have a vaſt Majority on their fide, thereſhe 
fore they hop'd to force the Upper Houſq;ſt 
to conſent to whatever they demanded; one 
however, that they ſhould be taken off from: 
their Oppoſition to them, by ſome PreferFly 
ment or Dignity. And this they thovghtha 
they had ſo much the fairer Opportunityþd 
to offer at, for that the Lower Houſe offo 
Commons was thought to be on their ſiden 
as we ſaw afterwards they were; .ſincqor 
they plainly enough eſpouſed their Cauſef
